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Ted Crowell and Arnold Lindberg had become increas- 
ingly concerned over the misuse of scooters by the men in 
Maintenance.

In a spec- 
tacular three-scooter accident, the Machinists and Welding 
teams had been wiped out. Fortunately, no one was hurt. 
During the tenth and final hour, Neyman and Quaglia were 
forced to make a pit stop due to a short circuit.. The time 
they lost ruined whatever chance of winning they might 
have had. This meant that the race was now between 
Arcade Maintenance and the Maintenance Office team. 


Coming up the home stretch past the Pony Farm, Rod 
Baker and Rich Williams were neck and neck. Rich and his 
teammate, Rick Glenn, had the foresight to wear noseplugs 
for the entire race.
